Ori'AM-A, June 24.— The determination 

of the government to override the Sen- 
ate's action in resisting the Grand Trunk 
and Druniniond County railway deal by 
tacking on to the supply bill an appro- 
priation equivalent to nine nionths ren- 
tal to these two companies, has precipi- 
tated something like a political 
crisis at the Capital. The Sena- 
tors sliowed much reaentment thin 
morning over the government's 
action, and no one can tell what they 
will do. The appropriation of iflGT.SOO 
las, of course, iirst to run the gauntlet 
of the CommonB, and in regard to the 
action of the lower house, it is undecided 
aa yet what line the conservatives will 
take. Some conservative members are 
for summoning the absent members of 
their contingent back to Ottawa and 
fighting the deal all summer if 
ncccseary. Others take a more reason- 
able view and say that inasmuch as tbe 
arrangement this year can only he a 
temporary one, and the government, 
must come down to parliament next 
ession to give it permanency, thero 
will be ample opportunity once more for 
the Conaervativea to assert tliemselvea 
on this question, and that for this session 
at any rate the country will concede 
that they had done their dutj'. 

A caucus of the Conservative parly 
was held this afternoon, as a result of 
which it was decided to await the deci- 
sion of the government. This was given 
to-night, and is in the nature of a re- 
(piesttobe allowed to try the experi- 
ment Cor nine months. As a retult, the 
impression prevails that the vote will bo 
allowed to pass and the responeibility 
thrown on the govecnnient.; Meanwhile 
the Senators are very energetically dis- 
cussing among themselves (be policy lor 
them to adopt. Some are prepared to 
go the whole hiog and throw ont the sup- 
ply bill if it contains this obnoxious ap- 
propriation. Others are more conserva- 
tive in their advice, and contend that in- 
asmuch as the Senate asserted its rights 
as part of the legislative machine to re- 
ject this obnoxious legislation, the gov- 
ernment may now be safely allowed to 
assume the entire responsibility. 

If the Senate decides to throw out the 
supply bill there will be no alternative 
left the government than to bring down 
anew bill with the Grand Trunk appro- 
priation eliminated. 

There is a bare possibility of proroga- 
tion this week. Sir Richard Cartwright 
gives notice of motion for the house to 
sit on Saturday, and prorogation may 
take place that evening. 

Senator Miller gives notice for the ap- 
pointment of. a committee to investigate 
the afTairs of the Drummond County 
railway, but he ap))ears to be acting 
solely on his own responsibility. 

The tariir bill passed its third readin;^ 
in the Senate.

KEY WEST'S JUBILEE. 

It Was Baaed on an Act of Kindness by a 
British Commander. 

Kkv We.si', June 23. — A great ])arade 
took place here yesterday in lienor of 
Queen Victoria's Jubilee. It was orig- 
inated by Ouban atiryivora of the crew 
ot the American steamer Virginius, 
which was captured by the Spaniards in 
187:i. Thirty-si.s: of tlie men on board, 
including Cap(;ain Fry, and the Cuban 
Uenernl Beriiabe Verona, were mas- 
sacred by the Spaniards in Santiago de 
Cuba, in spite of the American flag of 
the steamer. 

The JCnglish gunboat Niobe suddenly 
appeared in the pot t and stopped further 
assassination of thoso captured. This 
gave time to the American warship 
Jiianita to reach the port and save the 
reinaiaing Cabana and Americans. The 
Cubans have always believed that the 
commander of Niobe, Sir Lawrence Lyt- 
ton. did not act in tluit case under ex- 
press instructions from hia gov 
ernment, hut was impelled to 
his course by humanity. The pro- 
cession here to-day was in honor 
of tlie Pritiah commander's course, in 
tbe l)L'lief that it had the full approval 
of the (.iiieeu's goveninient. jieasrs 
'I'nijillo and ilarin, survivors of the 
VirL'inia'a expedition, marched to-day 
and were cheered by tbe populace. 

The Cuban Junta here invited the 
Kugliah consul, Mr. Taylor, to take 
part in the procession, lie was cheered 
enthusiastically by the people. It was 
tbe most enthusiastic demonstration 
held in Ke3' West for many years. 

CANADIAKS IN LONDON. 

Jubilee Soldiers Will Not Go TonrinK-Meet 

ings of the Premiers— Col. Prior's 

Condition. 

ToRO.STO, June 24. — The following is 
tbe Telegram's special cable dispatch, 
dated London,' June 24 : 

" It was hinted some days ago that the 
colonial troops would he given a trip to 
Scotland, and for a brief stay be the 
guests of the hoBpitable city of Glas- 
Kow. Tothedisappointment of many, and 
notably the Canadians, the idea has been 
abandoned. Colonial Secretary Charn- 
berlin said to-day after the meeting at 
the colonial office that it was owing to 
the brief time between now and the de- 
parture of the colonial troops that the 
idea of visiting not only Glasgow, but 
Uirmingham, Manchester and other 
large cilioa had to be abandoned. 

" Sir Wilfrid Fjaurier is delighted at 
the reception accorded him iu London. 
He said to-day that not only tbe page- 
ant, but the welcome by I^ondon to him 
self as premier and to the troops repre 
senting Canada, exceeded his most san 
gaine anticipations. 

" This forenoon the ancient TJniver 
sity of Oxford conferred the degree of 
Doctor ot Divinity, on the Most I{ev. 
Rjbert Machray, Archbishop of Rupert 
land and Primate of all Canada. 

" The flrst of the series of. meetings 
which the lion. Jos. Chamberlain 
tends holding at tlie colonial oHice dur- 
ing the eojouru of the premiers of tbe 
colonies in London was held to-day. Mr. 
Cham berlain devoted much time to Sir 
Wilfred Laurier, the topic of their con 
versutioii being the Canadian tariff reao 
Jutions and the preferential feature of 
them. 

Tlie Trades Council of the city of Lon- 
don will invite Sir Wilfrid Laurier at an 
early date to address a mass meeting of 
industrial workers.

Vancouvek, June 24.— Yeeterday 35 
hotel liceneeB, two ehop licensea, 11 
aaloi^n liceneea and three wholesale 
licenHes were granted. Three hotel ap- 
plications were refused, and several 
applicatioDB for ealoon and hotel licensea 
were laid over. A bylay to reduce the 
number of botellicenaes from 44 to 40 
was read a third time. 

The Imperieuse and two other war- 
ships will be here on Dominion Day. 

The bicycle club have invited a large 
number of outaiilers to take part in the 
cycle parade tl uring the celeljration. 

U. Myers is at the hospital very 
seriously ill from the elVects of bein^' 
gored in the abdomen by a t)ull at Howe 
Sound. Mr. Myers' injuries wore aggri- 
vated by the fact that when he was 
being lifted out of the boat it tipped, 
and he being helpless slipped out of the 
arms of his companionB and fell into the 
water. 

J. R. Seymour and laniily left yester- 
day by C.P.R. for Montreal. 

Three hundred and fifty dollars have 
been aubacrlbed for the yacht races on 
Dominion Day, and fiO for the fisher- 
men's races. The prizes in the sailing 
races will be good ones, calculated to at- 
tract outsiders. An excellent pro- 
gramme has been arranged. 

The Jockey Olub meet takes place on 
I'riday and Saturday next. The large 
string of horses are in magnificent shape, 
and if the present Queen's weather con- 
tinues, it will bo the most successful 
meet ever hold here. 

The Hupeh is again in port, after dis- 
clmrcing her cargo in San Francisco. 
She will take of a million and'a half 
feet of lumber and 300 tons of sugar for 
the Orient. 

Mat Ivarahy has been drowned in Eng- 
lish Bay. He was caught in a squall. 
His boat has been found in False Creek, 
empty and bottom up. Laraby was an 
elderly man, a native of Prince Edward 
Island. 

GRAND FORKS. 

Grand fouks, June 22.— Justice jNIc- 
Coll, of the Supreme Court of the prov- 
ince, accompanieJ by Superintendent 
Huaeey, of the provincial police, were 
arrival's in the city last night and are 
guests of Mayor Manly. They will 
leave in the morning for Victoria via 
Spokane. 

The city is crowded with visitora to 
attend the sports. Over 2,000 people 
are now here, and although a great many 
of them are Americana, all take an in- 
terest in celebrating the Queen's 
Jubilee. 

Tiie public achoOl baa ' clOaed for the 



summer vacation, which will last till the 
first Monday in September. By that 
time the new school house will be com- 
pleted. 

The city has commenced doing some 
street improvement, among which is the 
grading of Main street and the filling of 
the low places on Bridge street. 

The Customs Department has ordered 
the removal of the customs house from 
the farm of 11. R. Gilpin, some six miles 
from the city, to Grand Forks. 

Tliree important visitors from Vi<;toria 
this week are Dr. T. .1. Jones, D. K. 
Campbell and G. 11. Haines, members 
of the Cascade Water Power anil Light 
Company. Dr. Jones, in conversation 
with the Miner, says it ia their inten- 
tion to make Grand Forks their head- 
quarters, and to control the water power 
within forty miles of thia citjf, with the 
exception o'f that territory included in 
the charter granted to the Grand Forks 
Water Power and Light Company, cora- 
priaing aix miles on each side of the 
North Fork for a distance of twenty-live 
miles above tliis city, in wliich the 
Grand Forks Company has the exclusive 
right except so far as the city itself may 
desire to use it. It is the intention of 
the Cascade Company to prepare their 
plana as soon as Mr. Wollaaton can do 
the necessary surveying. 

Gen. .lohn 11. liryant, president of the 
•Seattle i*c International railroad, said in 
S[)okano a few days ago; " 1 came over 
liere mainly to make a triji up through 
the Okanagan country, and across tlie 
reservation to Grand I'orkH. My object 
in going into that country is in connec- 
tion with the contemplated extonsion of 
our railroad into that section. I am de- 
sirous of seeing the two ends of our roada 
(the Seattle & International and the 
.Spokane & Seattle) joined together in a 
local line across the state, and at the 
same time extended into the northern 
country." 

NELSON. 

Matthew .Sweetiuim, chief post ofUce 
inspector of Canada, was in Nelson last 
week interviewing the business men 
upon the proposed daily mail service for 
Southern Kootenay. Under the present 
system, by the use of the American 
route, Xelaon has a daily mail service 
with Victoria, Winnipeg and all points 
in Ontario and the liaatern provinces, 
ami a tri-weekly service with Vancouver 
and all points between Vancouver and 
Winnipeg. To make the change of a 
daily mail service Inspector Sweetnara 
Bays would cost the department $4,000 
per year, and the object of hia visit is to 
ascertain whether or not the increased 
mail service is reganied by the busineas 
men of Southern Kootenay as an abso- 
lute necessity. 

Aldernian'Fletcher, .1. Roderick Rob-

REVELSTOKE. 

Tne Kootenay Mail says : One of the 
most awful catastrophies occurring on 
the main line of the O.P.R. for many 

years, bappisned Tuesday afternoon 
(June 1.")) at the eastern end of the rock 
tunnel, about two niilea east of lllecille- 
waet. Alex. McGregor, bridge foi email, 
was eiit;agi-d in repairing lh(! Lunnel and 
replacing timbers with a crew uf len 
men wlien a large section of it collapsed, 
burying six of the men. Five were 
killed outright, and one escaped with 
slight injury. McGregor, too, baa a 
narrow 8(iueak for life, as he was just 
getting out of the tunnel when it tell, 
and so near was be to the mass that be 
picked out one of the men. A corres> 
pendent of the Mail visited the place 
and interviewed numerous witneseea. 
He reports that a distance of about 30 
feet coUapsei], and that the dirt at the 
face of the tunnel was piled about 12 
feet deep, while the average depth over 
the i)art that was probably G feet. 
Supt. Duchesnay at once visited the 
scene of accident, and a largo number 
of willing hands commenced to dig out 
the bodies. One was (juickly recovered, 
but the last was not got till the next 
morning after daylight. The inqueat 
was held at Illocillewaet on Wednesday. 
J. D. ".Graham, gold commiBsioner, 
watched the proceedings for the Crown, 
and .v. G. M. Spragge represented the 
C.P.K. The depoaitiona being conclud- 
ed the jury retired and sat all Wednes- 
day nignii, giving their verdict Thursday 
morning, which Was with questions and 
answers as follows:

THE LESSON OF THE JUBILEE. 

The Diamond Jubilee ia now a matter 
of hiatory. Tlie fervor of anticipation 
has given place to the soberneaa of re- 
trospect. Millions, and doubtless hun- 
dreds of millions, of money have been 
expended. In the capital of the Empire 
was gathered together tiie greatest mass 
of humanity that ever assembled in ono 
place. Never in the history of mankind 
has there been a national demonstration 
in any way comparable to it ; for never 
has there been a nation made up of eo 
many lands and inhabited by such 
diverse races as the British Empire. 
But great as was this demonstration in 
the world's metropolis, it was not ail 
nor even the greater part of what the 
occasion brought forth, for in thoasands 
of cities and towns in more than a hun- 
dred countries loyal rejoicings have 
occupied the hearts and minds of the 
people. Was it worth the doing? There 
can be only one answer, and that ia that 
it would have l)een well worth doing 
though the expense and labor had been 
ten-fold what they were. 

The Diamond Jubilee and its lessons 
prove how easily men may build more 
wisely than tlioy know. What did the 
British people mean when they resolved 
to liold this Jubilee? Principally to 
testify their high esteem of the noble 
woman who for sixty years has worn 
the crown. It was intended as an ex- 
pression of appreciation of the Christian 
virtues, the honorable life, the single- 
ness of purpose of a woman, whose 
career has been a conspicuous record of 
duty faithfully done. Eet us lay this 
thought very close to our hearts, for 
after all this ia what makes the 
name of Victoria so precious to 
the British people everywhere. It was 
an unprecedented thing for four hun- 
dred millions of peojile to resolve upon 
commemorating the simple Christ-like 
virtues, which adorn alike the sovereign 
on the throne or the humblest laborer 
in her vast domain. We did not resolve 
to honor Victoria because she had been 
great, as history counts greatness in 
monarchs, but because she had been 
good, in the homely way that any one 
may be good. 

This was the object of the demonstra- 
tion. What has been its results? As 
an empire wo have honored God by 
honoring the virtues, which commend 
themselves most to Him , and the reward 
has been that not only we ourselves but 
the whole world has for the lirst time 
realized what the British Empire ia and 
caught some suggestion of what it may 
become. There ia not a man in all the 
millions who have participated in this 
demonstration who has not reached a 
new appreciation of what it means to be 
a citizen of this world-encircling empire. 
For the last (luarter of a century an 
imperial idea hag been struggling to 
express itself in the minds of the British 
people, but apparently in vain. On a 
sadden comes the Diamond Jubilee, and 
like the sun through the morning mist, 
which it disperses as it rises in the 
heavens, so thi; idea ol imperial unity 
has driven away all the uncertainty and 
doubt which obscured it and stands for 
the one groat thought of the hour. The 
advocates of this great thought have in 
vain planned for its realization. Their 
best scheiuea fell apart because of in- 
herent weakness. But we have the 
unity now. It is no longer a dream. 
It is a fact. And it has come about in a 
way that ia essentially British. Search 
the recoids of our race and you will 
observe ono thing to be more prominent 
than anything else, namely, that the 
unexpected always has happened. 
The marvellous progress of the iBritish 
Empire has been, humanly speaking, a 
series of accidents, so little relation has 



Coast; but, on the contrary, are pre- 
pared to go aa far as anyone else in 
striving to obtain tliat line, when there 
ia the least possibilit'/of an ell'ort in tliat 
direction being succeasful. They believe 
that the time has come for an^aBBBction 
o£ the just claims of the pfovihce iipon 
the Dominion, and there is not the least 
necesBity for warning anyone, aa the 
Times has done, against being used as 
a cat'g-paw to defeat the proposed 
through line to the Coast. 

The Toronto Globe is singularly in- 
consistent in its remarks upon this line. 
It fears that if the line is built it misht 
be banded over to the Canadian Pacilic, 
This fear did not appear to trouble it 
when it waa contending lor the conatruc- 
lioQof tlie Crow'a Nest Pass by theC.P.ll. 
Then the Globe could readily diacover 
how the great transeoatinontal company 
could be controlled so far as the manage- 
ment of that line was concerned. It is 
unable to diaeover any such means now, 
This looks very much as if the Globe, 
having got a subsidy for a line into 
ICootenay from the Kael, was deter- 
mined to oppose tlio construction ol any 
road into Ivootenay from the West. If 
this is not what the owl-like wisdom of 
the Globe means, then it means nothing 
at all. 

To-morrow night's meeting ought to 
be well attended. Its object ia to secure 
a recognition ol the just rights of the 
Province in the matter of railway con- 
struction. If this ia not reached, owinir 
to the operation of personal prejudices, 
it will be an unfortunate thing; but we 
believe the citizens will rise above 
anything 01 that sort and speak witli one 
voice at this critical hour. 

The News-Advertiser takes very strong 
ground in regard to Mr. Higgins and 
the apoakership. It thinks he must 
have already resigned, for it is unable to 
believe he would take the )ioaition wliieh 
he has seen lit to assume while holding 
the high and responsible oiSce of 
Speaker. The News-Advertiser declares

A pillar of cloud 
lias led the nation by day and a pillar of 
fire by night through all the long cen- 
turies whose beginning is wrapped for 
the present in nearly impenetrable mys- 
tery. .So out of this Diamond Jubilee 
has come, like Minerva full-armored 
from the head of Jove, the new idea of 
Imperial Unity. We no longer ask how 
shall wo become one, for we realize that 
we are one. Wo no longer ask li the 
four hundred millions who live beneath 
this British flair will act together with 
unity of purpose in . any emergency 
worthy of such action, for we know they 
will. And the rest of the world knows 
it also. 

Only yesterday, aa it were, the world 
taunted Great Britain with being isol- 
ated. The Jubilee gives answer to the 
taunt, lor it showed the Mother of na- 
tions and her children around her. It 
is the isolation of a continent. It is the 
iaolation of a splendid sun with its 
galaxy of attendant worlds. 

This is the lesson of the Diamond 
Jubilee. We knew before that Victoria 
was a good woman and enjoyed the lov- 
ing loyalty of all who call themeclvea 
her subjects, but we did not know what 
it meant to be citizens of the Empire. 
The British people everywhere will feel 
the stronger for the new sense of their 
greatness; they will be the better for 
the new appreciation of their responsi- 
bility, and, as the cause of the Empire 
is the cause of liberty and justice, the 
whole world will be the better for the 
splendid demonstration of the past few 
days.

by Hon. Mr. Turner. How absurd this 
is ought to appear from the simple state- 
ment of the facts of the case, which are 
that Hon.' Mr. Turner included in the 
subsidy bill, to which he asked and ob- 
tained the aisent of the legislature, the 
very road which Hon. Mr. Blair stated 
that the Dominion government would 
not at present conaentto subaidi/.e. If 
the Dominion government took its cue 
in these matters from the Provincial 
government it would have followed this 
example and asked parliament to sub- 
sidize the road all the way from Koote- 
nay to the Coast. This ought to con- 
vince anyone of the absurdity of the 
position taken by the Times; but there 
are some people so constituted that tliey 
take leave of ordinary common sense 
when they discuss politics, and 
attribute motives and actions to 
people that no one out of an 
insane asylum would bo guilty of. 
Therefore it ia necessary to use in this 
case another description of evidence. 

We state for the information of the 
Boundary Creek Times and everyone 
else who takes any interest in this mat- 
ter, that the Hon. Mr. Blair, Minister of 
Railways, had considered the question of 
a railway frqm I'enticton to the Coast 
before the Legislature met and before it 
waa known whether or not the Provin- 
cial Government would adopt any rail- 
way policy at all. He not only consid- 
ered the question, bat had arrived at 
the conclusion, which he has since ex- 
pressed publicly, that it was not reason- 
able for the Coast cities to expect the 
Dominion to .subsidize a line from Pen- 
ticton tlirouuh the Hope Mountains, 
during the present season at leuat.

THE RAILWAY TO KOOTENAY. 

We observe that the Toronto Globe is 
inclined to advise delay in regard to 
railway construction through West 
Kootenay, and there ia an element in 
this city, which under the pretence ot 
advancing the interests of the Coast 
cities, is counselling what are really ob- 
structive tactics. It is an unfortunate 
thing that at this particular juncture 
there should be any difTerence df opinion 
on this question. Wo believe there ia 
no real diil'erenco among the great body 
of the people, but a few persons, who 
are in a poailion to make their views 
known to some extent, are seeking to 
create the impression that the meetine 
called for Saturday night is intended in- 
directly to prevent the construction of a 
railway from llie Coast to I'enticton. 
With a thorough knowledge of liow that 
meeting camo to be called, we pronounce 
this alleged object to be wholly foreign to 
the real purpose of the meeting. The pro- 
moters of the meeting have not the slight- 
est desire to aid Mr. Henize or to defeat 
the people who are behind the Victoria 
Vancouver & Eastern. Their only ob- 
ject is to show that the people of Vic- 
toria are a unit in deairing to see a rail- 
way constructed that will (levolo|) the 
rich country between the Columbia and 
the Oltaiiaganand prevent its trade from 
being diverted to American citlsB. Tiiey 
are not opposed in any seniae of the word 
to a railway from Pentfoton to the 



Witr, there be a deadlock? Will the 
Senate venture to throw out supply? Jf 
so, what will happen next'.' These are 
the questions of the hour. Our own 
view is that the Senate ought to yield, 
not because of the merits of the govern- 
ment proposition regarding the Inter- 
colonial, but on the constitutional prin- 
ciple that the elective branch of parlia- 
ment must not bo interfered with in the 
control of the public expenditure.

The 
one drawback, however, which exists in 
connectioa with trading with new 
mining towns is the constant dread of 
loaa by fire; and this feature of the jitu- 
atton holds good with wholesalers' in' 
every line. Trade with the Boundary 
Creek country is practically at a 
standstill, and the large stocks 
of goods which were sent into 
that part of the province early 
in the year in anticipation of early rail- 
way const nictioii are still in dealers' 
hands, and are likely so to remain in- 
definitely, unless the long looked for 
Columbia tt Penticton line is built.

Death came unheralded yesterday 
morning to a lady who if not the oldest 
resident of British . Columbia counted 
but few seniors among the earliest of 
the pioneers. Mrs. Elizabeth Nichol- 
eon, of Lake, was born in Killaruey, 
Ireland, before the century was a year 
old, and was therefore in the prime of 
womanhood when Queen Victoria ascen- 
ded the throne. In 1853 Mrs. Nicholson 
'^and her late husband came to Ontario 
where for ten years they made their 
home, afterwards moving still farther 
and becoming even although " well on 
in years " pioneers of this new country. 
Their farm in Lake district is now the 
homestead and headquarters of a numer- 
ous family, children, grandchildren and 
greatgrandchildren numbering in all 
iipA-ards of sixty. One of the sons, 
Thomas Nicholson of Victoria West, for 
many years played an important part in 
the educational affairs of Victoria and 
the province; hia brothers, John, Joseph 
and George, are equally well known 
thronKhout the country, although 
their names are perhaps less 
familiar to city folk. Three daughters 
are Mrs. Gowdy, Mra. Jones and Mrs. 
Lindsay, of thia city, while 35 grand 
children and 22 greatgrandchildren com- 
plete the interesting family. Mr. Nichol- 
son passed from life some 20 years ago ; 
his venerable widow has for years past 
made her home with her son Joseph, at 
the homestead in Jjake. There she ended 
her days in perfect peace, death coming 
while she slept. The funeral is arranged 
to take place ou Sunday afternoon, ser- 
vices being held at the Keformed Epis- 
copal church here, and the interment 
baiag at Ross Bay cemetery.

THE SENATE'S ACTION. 

Discussion in the Upper House ou the later-. 
colonial Proposition. 

Ottawa, June 24. — The Senate to-day 
met and discussed the item of $157,500, 
which the Rovernment intends putting 
in the estimates to pay the rental of the 
Grand Trunk tSs Drammond County rail- 
way for the extension, to Montreal, on 
account of tbe Senate throwing the bill 
out. It was brought up by Sir Macken- 
zie Bowell, who maintained that the 
government was overriding the will of 
the people. 

Sir Oliver, Jlowat said it was only be- 
ingdone for nine niontha as an experi- 
nieiit, and if by tliat time it was shown 
to be a benefit, as it is thought tiy the 
government, the Senate might approve 
of it. 

Senator Miller thought that the coun- 
try was face to face with a grave consti- 
tiitioniil crisis. Tlie Senate would he a 
laiiL'liinL' PtocI; if it should be overcome 
in this way. 

Senator Mills showed that the Senate 
liad uctid within its rights and that the 
OitiunonB was now acting within its 
rights. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said the Senate 
would be acting within its rights if it 
threw out the supply bill. 

Senator Mills showed that in tho Brit- 
ish Uonse of Commons tbe same tbinK 
bad been done in tbe case of the dutieH 
abolition. The Lords threw out the bill 
and the Commons dealt with tho matter 
in the estimates. The Lords then passed 
the bill. 

Senator Macdonald, of British Colam* 
bia, also spoke of a crisis. 

Sir Oliver . Mowat hoped the Senate 
would not force a crisis upon the coun- 
try. 

HAWAII'S DESTINY. 

British Government Concerned Only With 
tlie Rights of British Subjects—. 
The Desire oT Japan. 

LoNDO.v, June 24.— In tho Honee of 
Commons to-day Mr. Beckett, Conserva- 
tive, will question the government as to 
" whether it is aware that Queen Liliuo- 
kalani has been deposed by a small body 
of Americans, who, without right or 
title, have assumed sovereignty over 
Hawaii, and to save themselves from the 
resentment of the people have requested 
tho American government to annex 
Hawaii, and whether Gieat Britain pro- 
poses to allow this most important coal- 
ing station to pass into, tbe hands of tbe 
United States government without oppo- 
sition." 

Mr. Curzon replied that Her Majesty's 
government did not feel called upon to 
express an opinion relative to the cir- 
cumstances out of which the present 
eituatidi) in Hawaii had arisen. The 
troverninent was aware that a proposal 
to annex Hawaii to the United States 
haU betn submitted by the President of 
the United States for the consideration 
of the United States Senate, but no de- 
cision had been readied. Mr. CiirTOU 
added that it would be the object of ITer 
Majesty's government to see whatever 
rights, according to national law, be- 
longed to Great Britain and to British 
subjects are fully maintained. 

Washington, June 24. — It is stated as 
a settled fact that the administration 
does not now entertain any expectatioa 
of getting a vote on the Hawaiian treaty 
in the Senate before tbe December ees-. 
sion of congress. 

Washington, June 24. — Hawaiians in 
Washington insist that tbe reason of the 
protest of Japan against annexation ia 
that Japan really desires to acquire the 
islands herself. Tbe main point of con- 
tention between Japan and Hawaii over 
the treaty between them, it is learned, 
is as to the meaning of the treaty which 
Hawaii eeeks to abrogate. This treaty 
has a piovision that it may be 
terminaled at any time by mutu- 
al consent. This is conetrueil 
by the Japanese government to 
mean that the treaty cannot be 
terminated without tho consent of both 
governments, and so long as Japan in- 
sists upon keeping it in force it cannot ■ 
be abrogarted. The Hawaiian conten- 
tion is that the words have no snch 
meaning, and that as any contract or 
agreement can be dissolved by mutual 
(consent as a matter of course, and that 
if tlie claim of Japan was valid the 
treaty would be in effect permanently. 
It ia understood that Japan ineisis that 
her jiresunt claim must lie acknowledged 
and accepted liy the United States in 
case ot annexation, although protesting 
acainst annexation.

Although tho Wellington biciycU; cliili 
bad formally consented to make no 
claim upon tliu provincial chaini)ioii- 
ship meet thi.s year in the event ot Vii:- 
toria and Vancouver getting for them 
aaiiclion for tho 1st of .Inly, tho C.\\'..\.

An important strike was made on ihe 
Granite mineral claim, five miles south 
of Nelson, ou Saturday last, which ma- 
terially enhanced the value of that pro- 
perty, as well as the value of tho well 
known Poorman group. The Granite is 
a southerly extension of the White 
claim, in the Poorman group, and was 
ocatcd in ISSO upon tbe Btrength of a 
showing upon tbe White. Tbe owners 
of tbe Poorman group ran a tun- 
nel in 125 feet upon this , ledge 
and took out about 400 , tons 
of ore, but the ledge was so badly broken 
up and the ground so flat that work 
upon the ledge waa discontinued. On 
Saturday while tlie ownersof the Granite 
were ground sluicing near the White's 
end line they uncovered the White 
ledge. At their point of discovery the 
ledge was tour foot wide ar t well in 
place. Like all the Poorman ore it ia 
free milling and assays about .$2.5 to the 
ton, and it is estimated that fully $20 
can be saved upon the plates. This is 
some $8 better per ton tlian is realized 
from the Poorman rock and means a 
handsome niarpin of profit. From the 
spot where the Poorman owners did tbe 
work upon the ledge, to the place where 
tbe ledge was uncovered by the slicing, 
is fully 800 feet, all of which is upon the 
white ground, and therefore the property 
of the Poorman Mining Company. 0. 
L. Davenport, of the Poorman, inspected 
the find and says it is the finest dis- 
covery he has seen in the district. His 
company paid good dividends upon rock 
which netted but $13 upon the plates, 
and the additional value of the White 
rock should send the company's stock 
up several points. 

Anotrr smelters in slogan. 
Hon. J. P.. Grant, of the Grant Smelter, 
at Denver, who has been on a tour of tbe 
Slocan country, where he owns the Lucky 
Jiin and Tariff, says he expects to build 
a concentrator this summer, but is not 
confident that the day has arrived for 
smelters in that country. In an inter- 
view with the Roasland Miner corres- 
pondent, he said : 

" The Slocan and the Coeur d'Alenes 
I)roduce ten tons ol wet ores to one of 
dry. The jjroportion of dry ores needed 
to the Slocan lead ores is about three to 
one. In Colorado nearly everything is 
dry, and our lead ores run from 10 to 20 
per cent., only, while the ores here run 
from CO to 70 per cent. British Colum- 
bia has not yet produced dry ore to war- 
•rant the building of a smelter, the only 
dry ores being in Trail, where each prop- 
erty ia anxious to smelt its own product. 
I believe that when tbe Orow's J^eet road 
and others are built these dry ores will 
he found but they are not there yet. 
Smelters that build now will experiment, 
gain experience and lose money." 

TltOUT LAKK riJOl'EUTIlCS. 

John Thomas of Rossland, local man- 
ager of the British Columbia Explora- 
tion Oompany of Tacoma, Wash., has 
purchased for $20,000 from Scbultz 
White, the Ottawa, near Trout lake, in 
the Lardeau country. The company 
was organized last fall and the Ottawa 
is the first property it has purchased. 
The Ottawa is one of a group of claims 
located on the same ledge. The others 
are the Towser, Sunehine, Silver Cup, 
Free Coinage, Mineral Prince, Morning 
Star, Wild .Swan, Copper Reef and 
Stewart. The Towser, .-Sunshine and 
Silver Cup belong to the Horne-Payne 
syndicate, 01 I^ondon, and recent de- 
velopiiieuta have shown them to possess 
ore bodies cjf exceptional richness. The 
work done by the Iforne-Payne company 
has shown tliattlie veins are permanent 
and continuous, and that they grow 
larger with depth. The latter company 
have recently purchased the Bad Shot 
group for $100,000, the Broadview for 
$15,000, and the True Fissure for $50,- 
000. They have invested about $200,000 
in this district, and have constructed a 
wagon road from Galena bay, on Upper 
Arrow lake, out to Fergugaon, a distance 



tral town of the district, and will prob- 
ably grow to be a place of some import- 
ance. 

MISCELI..\SK0U8. 

Tbe Centre Star, at Rossland, has 
shown up a large ore body, equal in size 
and value to that of the Le Roi. An ore 
body apparently 120 feet long was cut 
by the main tunnel, and a crosscut forty 
feet each way has failed to find either 
wall, and a second crosscut, now in ten 
or twelve feet, is in magnificent ore. 

The directors of the Le Roi Mining 
Company have declared another divi- 
dend of 5 per cent, on the capitalization, 
payable July 1. This brings the total 
dividends to date up to .$125,000. The 
selection of a site for the proposed 
smelter, the machinery for which has 
already been purchased, will be made 
probably next week. 

Work od the Skylark and Ranger 
claims near Dayton creek in the Slocan 
has been discontinued and the bond 
thrown up. The property was bonded 
for $00,000 by Alex. Dick et al,, of Rosa- 
land, to the Hall Exploration Oompany, 
who have been doing a large amount of 
work on it this spriu);. 

YACHT RACE RESULTS. 

Myth, of Whatcom, Wins in the Big Class 
with Jubilee Second. 

The veFults of the Jubilee yacht races 
were figured out yesterday, when, as 
expected, tlie Myth, of Whotcora, with 
her time allowance, wina fust place in 
the A class, though the Ariadne, of Vic- 
toria, made the quickem iictual time 
round the course. Capt. fjeaming, of 
the Myth, i)ai(l a very high compliment 
to both the Jubilee and Ariadne, saying 
that lie conaidered that Victoria pos- 
sessed in them the two fastest yachts on 
the North Pacific Coast. Most ot the 
visiting yachts sailed away for homo yes- 
terday, the crews expressing themselves 
as delighted with their treatment in Vic- 
toria and the pleasant way in which the 
races passed off.

SEATTLE SCHOOLS, 

The Graded System Not So Good ns Ours 
But the High School Bette 

Mr. S. B, Netherby, who has lately 
been appointed one of tbe provincial 
school inspectors has just returned from 
ft trip to Seattle where he went to see 
how tbe school system of that city is 
working so as to pick up information and 
see how it compared with the educational 
facilities given children in this jirovince. 
There waa one thing ho waa especially 
struck with and that was the excellence 
of the manual training and the metliod 
of teaching drawing. Drawing there ia 
made compulsory instead of optional 
as here. ,\t the same time he 
found that in the graded schoole 
i the standard of atudy is not si 
I high as in Britiaii Columbia. In arith

alieail of the Seattle children. Then 
again while the geography and his- 
tory of the ynited States the Seattle 
children are as well |;rounded as British 
Columbia children m the history and 
geography of Canada. Victoria pulpila 
are much better informed in general 
geography of the world at large and 
history also. The .Seattle c.liildren' 
know comparatively little British or 
Canadian liiBtory. liriliah Cohiiiihia 
children are taught about the Fniled 
States and other countries besides their 
own and conae(iuently they are better 
all round in tliia respect than their 
couains across tlie Sound. The discn- 
jiline of the schools in Seattle I\Ir. 
Netherby .nays is very gooil and the 
writing is about the same as 
here but the reading very much inferior. 
The standard of our grade schools 
hero ia liigher aa a Seattle pupil of 
a graded school could not pass the en- 
trance examination to tbe Victoria High 
school. The High school of Seattle, 
however, is of a higher standard than 
that of British Columbia. There is a 
line chemical laboratory, and that sub- 
ject is very well taught, and besides 
there ar(! eeveral courses of study that 
may bo tiikcn — I'Inglish-Scieiitifi!', Latiii- 
I'higlisb, GHnnan-lCnglifc-li, Clasaii;al, 
Manual training. 

From the ohservatiniis made by ^Ir. 
Netherby it will be Keen that while Vic- 
toria cbi idren in tho graded Fclioola at- 
tain a more thorough all-round common 
education than can the children of Seat- 
tle, the Victoria High school course is 
inferior to that of Seattle. The Seattle 
lliL'h school course is four years, and 
then the pupils graduate; they are not 
allowed to remain longer like they may 
do here.
